The largest states, with the highest 


ratio of automobiles to population, 
come in with the lowest ratio of acci- 
dents; while the smaller stales, with 
fewer cars,, and 
where 
accidents 


should he few, frequently equal the 
gross death toll of their larger neigh- 
bors. 


It is for no one certain reason except 


thai the-big states, maintain highway 
patrols and arrest all parties in an 
accident, whether guilty or innocent. 
If you are in an accident you may he 
innocent, but you know you will have 
to stand investigation. And the pros- 
pect of .such investigation makes for 
more cautions driving.'

NEW SOCIAL SECURITY LAW 


1A How Workers Entering Employment After Jan- 
1U. uary 1, 1937, Can Get Benefit Accounts. What a 
Worker Should Do if He Changes Employer or Type of 
Work After Account Is Created.

HOSE persons who enter a covered employment aftci' January 1, 
1937. of course will not have had a Social Security account set up 


for them during the program from November 24 to December 5. How- 
ever, provision has been made to Set up accounts for such new workers 
immediately upon their entering 4 covered employment. 


An application form for a Social Security account will be available to 


a new employe at his place of employment or at the closest field office 
of the Social Security Board. The employe will be requested to fill it 
in and forward it tn the Social Security Board. 


The board will set up the new account, assign a number to it, and 


then send the worker ;\ card, bearing the number of the account, certi- 
fying that the account has been set>up. 


A worker will not have to do anything in regard to his Social Secur- 


ity account when ho changes employment, cither from a covered em- 
ployment to one not covered, or from one covered' employment to an- 
othr. 


Under Treasury Regulations' 91, employers are required to make 


periodic information returns of employes' wages. The report for each 
employe will give the number of that employe's account. 


Thus, if a worker changes from a covered employment to one not 


covered, his new employer is not required to make information returns 
on his wages. 


However, if the worker changes from one covered employment to 


another, the new employer will ask the worker for the number of his 
account, and in reporting the amount of the employe's wages the new 
employer will give this number. 


Thus, credit entries automatically will be made on the employe's 


account.

Schools Plead to 


Retain Revenues 


Want Larger Share of 
Sales Tax to Offset 
Homestead Exemption 


LITTLE HOCK—A committee repre- 


senting the public school system and 
nil the state's higher educational in- 
stitutions except the University of 
Arkansas, called on Gov.-elect Carl 
E. Bailey Tuesday to urge that finances 
of the public schools and tho suite col- 
leges not bo curtailed ns n result of 
the adoption ot the homestead exemp- 
tion amendment. 


Tho committee, bended by Senator 


W. F. Norrell of Mottticello, presented 
n resolution to the governor-elect, re- 
questing that the legislature allot 
funds from sales tax to replace all rev- 
enue last, because of liomostend exemp- 
tion find that an additional J 160,000 be 
ninde available for higher educational 
institutions by allocution of 40 per 
cent of the corporation franchise tax 
fund for that purpose. The franchise 
tax now goes to the general revenue 
fund, with a small percentage to the 
state military fund. 


The resolution said income of the 


state educational institutions has been 
decreased materially during the past 
few years by a drop in assessed valua- 
tion of property from $650.000.000 to ap- 
proximately $400,000.000. 


The committee estimated that the 


loss in revenue on account of cxexmp- 
lion of homesteads from the stale mill- 
nge tnx on the first $1,000 of assessed 
valuation would amount lo about 20 
per cent. 


Tho resolution said salaries of teach- 


ers and othct operating costs of state 
colleges have been reduced to the point 
that restoration is imperative if ;i com- 
petent personnel is to be. mtintaincd 
find the institutions are to be operated 
efficiently.

Here's an Enjoyable Analysis of Humor 


Picking a joke to pieces to see what 


makes it tick is usually a dreary busi- 
ness. Literature contains few drier 
boks than those solemn treaties which 
inquire Jnto the nature of wit and 
humor. 


Knowing this, I hesitated quite n 


while boCore'I could bring myself to 
tackle "Enjoyment of Laughter," by 
Max Eastman (Simon & Schuster: 
$3.75). In this book Mr. Eastman un- 
dertakes to say what humor is and 
why we laugh at it; by all precedent, 
it should have been monumentally 
dull. 


But it isn't. Mr .Eastman differs 


from most of his predecessors in this 
field in that he himself has a sense of 
humor. Better yet, he lias n sense of 
fun—and that, as he remarks, is of the 
essence of tho problem. 


P&ychologii-ts have written profound- 


ly on the reasons for laughter. It is 
delight in another's discomfiture, says 
one; 
it is a release from inhabitions, 


says another; it is a vestigial descend- 
ant of the ape-man's teeth-showing 
snail, says a third. 


Nuts, says Mr. Eastman. Who laughs 


the most readily and heartily? A very 
small child, of course. Why does he 
laugh? Because he has the spirit of 
playfulness—the mental or emotional 
attitude in which one is ready to lake 
things in fun. And that, says Mr. 
Eastman, is Ihe whole answer. 


So his book makes pleasant reading. 


One thing that jnakes it so is the fact 
that he quotes over and over again 
from the humorous writings of persons 
like Mark Twain, Artemus Ward, Josh 
Billings, James Thurber, Robert Bench- 
ley, and Ring Lardner. 


To be sure, he occasionally slips into 


Ihe pit of unfunniness, in his analyses 
of their jokes; but he does it conscious- 
ly, and in the main his book is that 
great rarity—a discussion of humor by 
a man who knows what humor real- 
ly is,- 


anything from a regiment of infantry 
to a flotilla of submarines on 24 hours' 
notice.

The Yorkshire Post, implying crit- 


oism of the king almost unprecedent- 
ed in modern times ,said that the bish- 
op, Dr. A. W. F. Blunt, "must have 
had good reason for so pointed a re- 
mark." 


Expressing Ihe nation's hope that Ed- 


wnrd would follow in the footsteps of 


is father, the Post expressed "deep 


disappointment if instead of this con- 
tinuity of example, there should de- 
velop dispute between the king and his 
ministers, such as must almost inevit- 
ably raise a constitutional issue of the 
gravest character." 


"Most people by this time arc aware 


a great deal of rumor regarding the 
king has been published of late in the 
more sensational American newspa- 
pers. 


"It is proper to treat with contempt 


mere gossip such as frequently is as- 
sociated with the names of European 
royal persons. Tlie Bishop of Brad- 
ford certainly would not have con- 
descended to recognize it. But cer- 
tain statements which have appeared 
in reputable United Stales journals, 
even, we believe, in some dominion 
newspapers, cannot be treated with 
quite so much indifference. 


"They are too circumstantial and 


have plainly a foundation in fact. For 
'his reason an increasing number of 
responsible persons is led to fear lest 
the king may not yet have received 
how complete in our day must be self- 
dedication of which Dr. Blunt spoke, 
if the coronation to bring a blessing to 
all peoples of the empire is not on the 
contrary to prove a stumbling block." 


Consider Situation Serious 


The Yorkshire Observer said: 
"The bishop was right in his asser- 


tion and the issues now raised extend 
far beyond the public nnd the private 
lives of not only the king but of all 
British subjects, whether or not they 
may be communicants in the church." 


Said the Nottingham Journal: 
"Never since the days of tho un- 


popularity of tlie great queen (Vic- 
toria) herself has anybody spoken so 
seriously in public to n British sov- 
ereign. Its imperial aspect is a prob- 
lem which now outweighs all others." 


King's Private Life 


The Bishop of Bradford was the first 


English bishop to refer to Edward's 
private life, although high church dig- 
nitaries have been represented as op- 
posed to the king's friendship with Mrs. 
Simpson. 


Addressing the Brandforcl Confer- 


ence, the bishop said of the king: 


"His personal views and opinion arc 


his own, and he has the right of all of 
us to be the keeper of his private con- 
science, but in his public capacity at 
his coronation, he stands for the 
English peoples' idea of kingship. It 
has for long ccnlurics been, and I hope 
still is, an essential part of that idea 
that the king needs the grace of God 
for Jiis office. 


"Whatever it may mean to the in- 


dividual who is crowned, to the people 
as a whole il means their dedication 
of the English monarchy to tile care 
of God." 


The bishop also said: 


"It would be improper for me to say 
anything except to commend him and 
to ask you to 
commend him to 


God's grace, which he will so abun- 
dantly need, as we all need il for the 
King i.

1 a man like ourselves, if he is 


to do his duly faithfully." 


The bishop assailed the suggestion 


of the Bishop of Birmingham that the 
religious ceremony at King Edward's 
coronation, scheduled for next May, 
be curtailed.

Launched by U. S, 


IG-Ton Fighter Has 5 


Guns, 2,000 Pounds of 


Bombs, 4,000 H.P. 


SEATTLE. Wash.— (/f')-Thc world's 


largest bomber— n ID-ton "elreadnnnuht 
o! the air"— was prepared Tuesday for 
its first flifiht. 


The hugu fighting craft was built 


here as the first of 13 such four-en- 
titled "(lying fortresses" for the army. 
Weather conditions and last-minute 
adjustments delayed the test flight 
Tuesday. 


The bomber, known as YB17, is one 


ton heavier and has 1,000 more horse- 
power tlvan its predecessor, the ill- 
fated 229, which fell during tests at 
Dayton, O., October 30, 1935. Killing 
two men. 


Engineers believe the new aerial bat- 


tleship may surpass ihu speed of the 
229 which aeeraged 232 miles an hour 
on n non-stop flight from here to Day- 
ton without attempting any speed 


j mark. 


The YB17 is designed to carry 2,- 


000 pounds of high explosives, deliver 
it to a target 1,500 miles away and re- 
turn to its base. It has five machine- 
gun turrets and carries its bombs in 
the fuselage, dropping them through 
trap doors. It was a wingspread of 
105 feet; is 70 feet long, 15 feet high 
and has four 1,000-horsepower motors. 


Lieut. Leonard F. Harman, of Boise, 


Ida., a hero of the 229's wreck at Day- 
ton, was assigned test observer to make 
the first flight, with Flight Pilot John 
D. Corkville, of Seattle Air Corps ma- 
jor. 


When the first Boeing bomber crash- 


ed at Dayton, Harman and Lieut R. K. 
Oiovannoli ran to the burning mon- 
ster; put their coats over their heads 
and dashed into the flames to rescue 
members of the crew. 


The .wreck lesulted in death of Leslie 


R. Tower, Boeing chief test pilot, and 
of Maj. Ploycr P. Hill of the Air Corps. 
In the ground crew Tuesday wus Mark
